’ All sorts of statem ents have been 
m ade as to Hie distance a flea can 
ju m p .”

cided to find out for him self 
“By m easuring Hie jum ps ot m any 
fleas u n d er all sorts of conditions he

inches and only occasionally can one 
clear eig h t inches.
